WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP).—

MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 10 (AP).—The

“The present condition of the pa- 
tient is satisfactory, but I have rec- 
ommended to his Royal Highness 
that the Duchess stay here at the 
hospital longer than previously 
planned, which may necessitate de- 
iay in plans to return to Nassau.” 
Afterward, the Duke announced 
he and the entire party probably 
would remain at the hospital at 
least until Friday. A three-room 
wing was prepared for them there. 
The unexpected seriousness of the 
operation caused abandonment of 
plans to move into a hotel tomor- 
row and return to Nassau Friday 
on a passenger steamer, 
“Everyone has been so very 
kind,” Windsor said. “The Duchess 
and I are deeply appreciative.” 

The Duchess had a molar on the 
right jaw removed because of an in- 
fected root. The operation required 
scraping ‘the root. 

On her arrival the Duchess 
looked smart and in good spirits 
despite the reason for her visit.

He replied that, while 
there were many views on that 
subject, he himself felt that it in- 
cluded China, Manchoukuo, Thai- 
land and other South Pacific coun- 
tries as far south as New Caledo- 
nia, “but not including Australia 
and New Zealand.” (Apparently, 
because he did not except them 
specifically, his “Greater East Asia” 
includes the Philippine Islands, the 
Dutch East Indies, British posses- 
sions in Borneo and New Guinea 
and possibly Sumatra.) 


Great Changes Predicted. 


Matsuoka predicted that condi- 
tions in Greater East Asia would 
be “greatly changed” in the next 
10 years. Japan, he said, was ready 
to help any country wishing to de- 
termine its own destiny. 

While asserting that Japan’s in- 
terest in the Dutch East Indies 
was purely economic and that Ja- 
pan had no aggressive designs on 
any South Pacific countries, Mat- 
suoka added the qualification that 
these countries must determine 
their policies “to the mutual bene- 
fit of all concerned.” 

The door was not closed to a 
direct peace between Tokyo and 
Chiang Kai-shek, Matsuoka said, 
although he felt that peace was “a 
little far away.” He declared there 
was no possibility, “just now,” of 
Japan’s modifying its policy toward 
China for the sake of better Japa- 
nese-American relations. He con- 
tended that the pact Tokyo recent- 
ly signed with Nanking (Wang 
Ching-wei’s Japan-sponsored gov- 
ernment) did not represent the ulti- 
mate terms of peace between Japan 
and China, 


A Remarkable Admission. 


Perhaps the most remarkable ad- 
mission to come out of the bristly 
mustached little minister was that 
he and Premier Fumimaro Konoye 
were working with a minority 
against powerful forces of “con- 
quest and exploitation” in Japan 
itself. It is easy to guess those he 
meant, He said: 

“What Japan is doing in China 
looks like conquest. I admit it. 
But, as you know, we are fighting 
in Japan itself against such no- 
tions of conquest and oppression. 

“I am in that minority group. 
Some Americans think we are not 
sincere. I do not blame them. They 
are thousands of miles away, from 
where it is difficult to judge. We 
have many men in Japan who have 
those Western ideas of greed, ex- 
ploitation and conquest.” 

Which makes one wonder wheth- 
er Matsuoka is a voice crying in 
the wilderness. He said he hated 
bureaucracy, hated old-fashioned 
diplomacy, He seemed to prove it 
in perhaps the most unconvention- 
al interview ever given by any 
Japanese Foreign Minister.

ON ‘HAVE’ NATIONS 
AMONG WHICH I 
AUCH AMERICA 


Fuehrer, Addressing 12,000 
at Arms Plant, Tells 
Them to ‘Work and Be 
Patient,’ Warning Against 
Hope of a Quick Peace.

BERLIN, Dec. 10 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler, addressing munitions work- 
ers against a background of shin- 
ing new cannon barrels, told Ger- 
many today “we will defeat the 
entire world.” 

The Fuehrer bitterly pictured 
Germany as the champion of lahor 
and “the have-nots” in a war be- 


tween “two worlds’; a war be- 
tween “the haves”—among whom 
he placed “rich America”—and the 
“have-nots”; a war between capital 
and labor. 

Essentially, his speech was a 
rousing pep talk to German work- 
ers and its main burden seemed to 
be “work and be patient.” He 
warned against hope for a quick 
peace. 

Besides 12,000 cheering workers 
in the Borsig munitions plant in 
Berlin, Hitler’s audience included 
radio listeners in all the Nazi-con- 
quered countries of Europe and in 
Italy, Hungary and Slovakia... The 
name of the plant was withheld at 
first for military reasons. 


Appears Confident. 


Hitler was calm.. His remarks 
were spririkled with the usual num- 
ber of barbed witticisms which 
brought applause and heils. 

Opening his attack on the “haves,” 
the Fuehrer referred acidly to “we 
English, we Americans, we 
French... .°." . 

And to a long burst of applause, 
he declared that “now again, I en- 
ter the fight as the representative 
of the have-nots.” 

He spoke of “so-called democracy 
- « « rule by the people. . 

“One might suppose that in lands 
of freedom and democracy every- 
body lived in plenty. The contrary 
is true. Nowhere is the standard 
of the masses lower. « ich 
America has 12 to 13 million unem- 
ployed annually.” 

(A radio version of Hitler’s 
speech, heard in New York by the 
Columbia JBroadcasting System, 
said he pictured “this rich Amer- 
ica,” along with Britain and 
France, as “democracies based on 
lies.” National Broadcasting Co. 
heard this passage: “And in these 
countries, let me ask you, who are 
the persons who own thi: terri- 
tory of the world’s surface? They 


are the people who control the 
wealth of those nations. They are 
the people who decide on the des- 
tinies of thos: who labor for 
them.”)

Athens’ Forces Driving 
Toward Elbasani —Gain 
Also Claimed in South 
Along Coastal Road Run- 
ning to Port of Valona. 


ATHENS, Dec. 10 (AP).—Greek 
forces were reported today to have 
captured important. new positions 
after inflicting heavy losses on 
units of the Ninth Italian Division 
in a hand-to-hand battle, 

This, apparently, was in the 
northern sector of the Albanian 
front, where the whole region 
around Lake Oehrida was said to 
have been cleaned up and the pace 
of the Greek drive generally ac- 
celerated, It is aimed at Elbasani, 
25 miles from Tirana, Albania’s 
capital. 

On the southern sector also, the 
Italians were said to be retiring 
steadily toward Chimara, with the 
Greeks pressing hard on their 
heels toward the port of Valona. 


Communique Reports Gains. 


Today’s Greek high command 
communique declared tersely “we 
have advanced further,” and a 
spokesman filled in these details: 

“The entire army of the Italians’ 
right wing was withdrawing Mon- 
day toward the north and north- 
west of Port Edda and Argyrocas- 
tro, while its rear guard was ha- 
rassed and pursued by our advanc- 
ing troops. 

“More to the north the enemy 
has been compelled, after a fierce 
attack by our troops, to abandon 
important strategic positions and 
withdraw in full flight. Still more 
to the north, units of our army 
have been able to dislodge the en- 
emy’s forces which until Sunday 
stubbornly . defended .peaks and 
heights very important from a stra- 
tegic viewpoint. 

“These forces were obliged not 
only to retreat but to take to flight. 


If these forces have been able to 


avoid annihilation it will be due to 
bad weather which has prevailed. 

“Still more to the north other 
units of the enemy also are in 
flight.” 


Advance in Two Drives. 


The Greek advance apparently 
is divided into two double-pronged 
drives. 

In the southern sector Greeks, 
chorusing “On to Valona,” are re- 
ported converging on that port 
along the coastal road from Porto 
Edda, by way of Chimara, d 
along an inland road north from 
Argyrocastro, by way of Tepeleni. 
The Greeks apparently have not 
yet taken Chimara and Tepeleni. 

In the northern sector drives to- 
ward Elbasani are aimed along a 
mountain road north and west from 
Pogradetz and up the Devol River 
Valley northwest of Moskopolis. 

The British Royal Air force is- 
sued a communique at Athens say- 
ing British flyers carried out an 
“offensive in the vicinity of Va- 
lona,” where bombs hit “the south 
jetty and buildings near the har- 
bor.” The communique said there 
was no [Italian fighter opposition 
and all the R. A. F. planes returned 
safely. 

The Greek Home Security Minis- 
try announced no raids were made 
on Greece yesterday.

AS GERMAN SPE

LONDON, Dec. 10 (AP).—Two 
men were hanged at Pentonville 
prison today as German spies. 


The official announcement iden- 
tified them as Jose Waldberg, 25 
years old, a German citizen born 
at Mainz, and Karl Meier, 24, a 
Dutch subject of German origin 
born at Koblenz. It said they had 
been arrested soon after they ar- 
rived in England, but the date was 
not given. It was the first an- 
nouncement since the war started 
that spies had been executed in 
Britain. 

The two German agents, con- 
victed Nov. 22 under the civilian 
Treachery Act, were accused of 
haviing a radio transmitter which 
they erected in secluded spots in 
the countryside at night. The men, 
British authorities said, apparently 
had instructions to pose as refu- 
gees from German-occupied terri- 
tory and to move about the coun- 
try, picking up whatever military 
information they could. 

They were said to have been sup- 
plied with large sums of money, 
all in pound notes. 

The official announcement said 
the men had been led to believe 
they would be relieved shortly by 
invading German troops. 

Their transmitting apparatus, 
the court was told, was of excep- 
tionally light weight, being carried 
in two black bags similar to cam- 
era cases. The whole set was of 
German manufacture and was 
equipped so that transmitting

CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 10 (AP).— 
Latest reports from the western 
desert today said the British had 
cut the Italian main line of com- 
munication and had isolated a large 
number of troops in a wide encir~ 
cling movement. 

The British, the reports said, pen- 
etrated the Italian positions pro- 
tecting the land approaches to Sidi 
Barrani and pushed on toward the 
coast. (In London Prime Minister 
Churchill said the British had 
reached the coast west of Sidi Bar- 
rani.) 

Their encircling movement, these 
reports said, engulfed a number of 
small camps in addition to the 
principal camp at Sidi Barrani, and 
they took 4000 prisoners, a large 
number of tanks and trucks, and 
were still cleaning up small isolated 
concentrations of Italians. 

The Italians were said to be re- 
sisting strongly at some points but 
the British were holding the initia- 
tive throughout. 

Bright moonlight helped the Brit- 
ish last night as they brought up 
supplies and strengthened their po- 
sitions before resuming the attack 
at dawn with the support of the 
Royal Air Force, the reports said, 

All through yesterday, R. A. F. 
bombers hammered at Marshal Ro- 
dolfo Graziani’s rear positions, at- 
tacking every airdrome in the west- 
ern desert and in Libya. 

‘A communique said “immense 
damage” was done in these attacks 
on airdromes, and added that the 
flyers paused only to refuel at their 
bases. Other aircraft ranged far 
and wide over the whole area of 
operations, attacking enemy col- 
umns and motor transport in the 
coastal sector and covering the 
new road from Sidi Barrani to

BRITONS WARNED AGAINST 
SMALL PARACHUTE BOMB, 
NEW-TYPE NAZI WEAPON 


LONDON, Dec. 10 (AP). 


EWSPAPERS warned their 
N readers today to beware of 

a new-type German air wéa- 
pon—a parachute bomb. 

The bomb, the papers ex- 
plained, is a “dark gray-green 
metal object about the size of 
your gas mask container—mere- 
ly handling it may cause it to ex- 
plode.” 

Such bombs do not always ex- 
plode when they strike the 
ground, articles continued, 
but when they do explode they 
have such a high degree of frar- 
mentation that they can cause 
casualties as far as 50 feet 
away. 

The bomb itself was described 
as a sheet metal cylinder with a 
wire about five inches long at- 
tached.

$500,000,000 Issue, First 
of Its Kind, Designed to 
Enlist Investors in Pre- 


paredness Drive. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP).— 
The Government invited investors 
today to enlist in the national pre- 
paredness drive by subscribing to 
a fully-taxable $500,000,000 issue of 
defense notes—the first wholly tax- 


able Federal issue in United States 
history. 
“People who have the money 
should be delighted to pay taxes 
when the money goes for national 
defense,” said Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau.

“We feel that we should draft all 
money—that is, that all money 
should pay taxes toward the de- 
fense program.” 
Issue Only a Starter. 
Emphasizing that he spoke for 
President Roosevelt, Morgenthau 
said the half-billion dollars in notes 
to be offered tomorrow was only a 
starter in the program of making 
Government securities subject to 
full taxation. 
Congress, he said, will be asked 
for authority to lift the tax-emp- 
tion clause from all future Federal 
bond issues, including United States 
savings bonds and Government- 
guaranteed obligations. 
Further, the Treasury will seek 
congressional permission to begin 
a nationwide campaign to sell 
“baby bonds” in denominations as 
small as $5—possibly even to sell 
bond stamps at 25 cents each, as 
was done in World War days. 
He nodded approval to a sugges- 
tion that the bond-selling drive re- 
vive the 1917 practice of encour- 
aging pretty girls to give away 
kisses to the bond-buyers.

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SUGAR HEIR ACCUSES 
WIFE OF PRO-NAZISM 


Adolph B. Spreckels Replies to 
Divorce Suit Charge That He 
Supported Hitler’s Cause. 


SANTA BARBARA, Cal, Dec. 10 
(AP).—Charges of pro-Nazi activ- 
ity in the Adolph B. Spreckels 
household were made yesterday by 
both parties to a divorce suit. 

Spreckels, heir to millions made 
in Hawaiian sugar, Steamship lines 
and Pacific Coast hotel and realty 
operations, accused his wife of 
keeping a statuette of Hitler in her 


home before their marriage. 

Emily Hall Spreckels, in her di- 
vorce suit filed Sept. 6, charged 
that Spreckels’ exhibitions of sup- 
port for the Nazi cause—particu- 
larly the display of a Nazi flag on 
the table at a New York cafe— 
“publicly insulted and embar- 
rassed” her. She asked for $2500 a 
month alimony. 

In his answer yesterday, Spreck- 
els said the pro-Nazi accusation 
against him was an attempt of his 
wife to “whitewash” her own pro- 
German leanings, when she was 
the wife of the late Baron von 
Romberg. 

Spreckels charged that during 
1934 the Baroness entertained the 
German Prince Louis Ferdinand, 
grandson of the former Kaiser 
Wilhelm, and with the Prince and 
her then husband discussed the 
possibility of Von Romberg obtain- 
ing a prominent position in Hit- 
ler’s Government. 

Spreckels said further that in 
1938 the Baroness entertained’ at 
her Montecito home Brunninghau- 
sen, the German actress, Leni Rei- 
fenstahl, a friend of Hitler, and 
later entertained others connected 
with “the German Government or 
the German Embassy at Washing- 
ton.” . 

Spreckels said his wife named 
her dog Swastika, gave him a 
bracelet with a swastika engraved 
on it on the day of their marriage, 
and erected a swastika—which he 
later removed—outside their home. 
Her activities were such, he added, 
that she was investigated by the 
Department of Justice last April 
“for pro-German activities.” 

He added that she was wealthy 
in her own right and had no need 
for the amount of alimony de- 
manded. Their marriage at Reno, 
in April, 1939, was his fourth, her 
second.

| Tells Agricultural Conven- 


tion of Wealth Is Phase 
of U. S. Program. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 10 (AP), — 
President Roosevelt declared today 
that effective rearmament of the 
nation requires, in addition to mo- 
bilization of men and munitions, 


“an equitable distribution of the 
wealth from our unparalleled re- 
sources, help for the wunderpriv- 
ileged, security for workers and 
farmers and whatever else that is 
necessary to keep democracy a 
dynamic force.” 

This statement was made in a 
presidential message read before 
the convention of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation. The 
convention was considering new 
proposals designed to give farmers 
a larger share of the national in- 
come. 

Roosevelt told the 4000 farmer- 
delegates that the second World 
War, like the first, was having an 
injurious effect on the economy of 
the world. 

“But out of this war already has 
emerged,” he said, “a clearer real- 
ization of the value of democracy 
and the danger to it is from un- 
bridled force and aggression. Using 
the democratic processes, this na- 
tion is arming to preserve freedom 
and to see to it that the enslave- 
ment of millions of human beings 
will pass like the nightmare that 
it is.” 

The President said the country, 
in this crisis, could count on the 
federation and farmers’ every- 
where. 

Meanwhile, federation officers 
claimed support in high adminis- 
tration quarters for a revision of 
Federal farm programs under 
which crop prices would be pegged 
at higher levels and parity pay- 
ments would be eliminated. 

Chester A. Davis, member of the 
National Defense Advisory Com- 
mission, asked the farmers to for- 
get their “prejudices” against Latin 
American agricultural imports in 
the interest of “total defense” 
against European dictatorships. 

The “colossal horror that is 
astride the world,” he declared in 
a speech, requires sacrifices of all 
groups in a mobilization program 
to make the Western Hemisphere 
“entirely unassailable.” . 

“Farmers will have their own 
and very serious adjustments to 
make,” Davis said. “Defense needs 
may require that domestic produc- 
tion be supplemented by increased 
imports, as we see happening in 
the case of some grades of wool. 

“Co-operation with Latin Amer- 
ica may require farmers to re- 
examine most critically some of 
their traditional patterns and prej- 
udices.” 

Davis is agriculture’s representa-

—Company and union spokesmen 
hailed today as “the most compre- 
hensive agreement ever negotiated 
in aviation history” a labor con- 
tract whereby “all strikes, _ sit- 
downs, Slow-downs, stay-ins, or 
curtailment, or interference with 
production are outlawed” at the 
Wright Aeronautical Corporation 
plant. 

Myron B. Gordon, vice-president 
and general manager of the huge 
airplane. motor manufacturing 
plant, .and William H. Showers, 
president of the Wright Aeronau- 
tical Employes’ Association, an 
independent union claiming repre- 
sentation of a majority of the 16,- 
000 plant workers, announced the 
signing of the agreement last night 
in a joint statement. 

Under the terms, wage increases 
will boost the annual payroll from 
$22,000,000 to $23,500,000. The pact 
is effective Dec. 15 for an unan- 
nounced period. 

Provisions include a basic 7 per 
cent wage increase, with a contin- 
uation of the 10 per cent premium 
for workers on night shifts; senior- 
ity clauses, vacations with pay, 
time and one-half for overtime, 
and double time for Sundays and 
Holidays. 

Holders of large Government de- 
fense contracts, the Wright.corpo- 
ration has expanded local opera- 
tions to include five factories in 
nearby East Paterson and Fair 
Lawn, and three in Paterson..

In addition to outlawing inter- 
ference with the defense program 
the contract provides that “all ma- 
jor grievances must be submitted 
to impartial arbitration.”

WOMAN AND DAUGHTER SHOT

Son-in-Law Surrenders After 
Wounding Two in Dispute Over

His father, Fletcher W. Swahlen, 
was professor of Greek at De Pauw 
University in Greencastle. Dr. 
Swahlen, born in Lebanon, IIL. took 
his pre-medical work at De Pauw 
and came here to Marion Sims 
Medical College, now St. Louis 
Louis University Medical School. 

Obtaining his M. D. in 1903, he 
spent two years’ internship at City 
Hospital and went to Berlin for 
two years’ post-graduate training 
in obstetrics. On his return, he 
became the first resident physician 
at St. Ann’s, where his uncle, the 
late Dr. Benjamin Hypes, was chief 
of staff.

The German peo- 
ple will appreciate it more if [I 
wait and thereby save lives.” 

“It is a part of the Nazi philo- 
sophy to save human life and un- 
necessary sacrifices,” he continued. 
“We don’t want to make any pres- 
tige attacks. We will be guided 
only by military considerations.” 

“ .. The world must recognize,” 
he said, “that there can be no de- 
feat in Germany, either military or 
economic, due to long duration” of 
the war. 

No Power on earth can remove 
the German armed forces from 
Norway, The Netherlands, Belgium 
or France against their will, he 
shouted, 

Hitler contrasted German Social- 
ism with British, French and Amer- 
ican capitalism in asserting that 
the present conflict was between 
two philosophies of life—that of the 
“haves” and that of “have-nots.” 

The British are fighting, he said, 
because they know defeat would 
spell the defeat of capitalism, of 
family privilege, and of gold. 

The conflict now, he said, is be- 
tween gold and labor—with Ger- 
many representing labor.

He was introduced by Minister 
of Propaganda Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels, who said all Germany—and 
especially the workers—were lis- 
tening. The Fuehrer began speak- 
ing at 12:08 p. m.

thool employes was outlined last 
night to Board of Education mem- 
bers but action on it was deferred 
until actuaries employed by the 


board and by a teachers’ committee}. 


reconciled their differences in the 
cost of the plan. Meanwhile the 
teachers’ committee approved the 
pian in principle as drawn up by 
the board’s actuary. 

The actuaries—E. D. Brown Jr. 
of Chicago, hired by the teachers, 
and George B. Buck of New York, 
employed by the board—will meet 
later this week in New York to 
straighten out their differences on 
the cost of the system. Then a 
special meeting of the School Board 
will be called in about 10 days to 
receive their report. 

Brown said the net cost of the 
retirement system would be about 
$50,000 a year. Buck, on the other 
hand, said: “You've got to make up 
your minds that this will mean an 
increase of $250,000 a year in your 
annual budget. But ultimately I 
don’t believe the retirement system 
will cost you anything.” 

Estimates By Brown. 
Brown estimated there were 335 
employes 68 years old or older in 


}the school system receiving $875,- 


000 a year in salaries. Placed on 
$1000 pensions, they would receive 
$335,000, a saving of $540,000. Re 
placing them with fewer employes 
at beginning wage scales would 
cost $420,000 a year, or a net sav- 
ing of $120,000 which would be 
available for the pension reserve 
fund, Brown estimated. 

Buck challenged the accuracy of 
the estimates because there are now 
118 elderly school employes already 
on part-time service whereas the 
number was somewhat less in June 
when Brown obtained his figures. 
Those on part-time service get 
$1000 to: $1800 a year under the 
temporary retirement system now 
in effect. 

Edward A. Ferrenbach, board 
member, raised the question of 
what might happen to the pension 
system if the 85-cent tax rate were 
not approved by voters every four 
years. In two or three years, the 
board’s $2,000,000 surplus may be 
depleted, he said. If teachers’ sal- 
aries were cut 10 per cent to pro- 
vide funds for the board’s share of 
the retirement cost, then the teach- 
ers would be bearing the entire cost 
since they would already be paying 
. per cent of their salaries. “We're 
worried about our future,” he con- 
tinued. “We're not flush with 
money any more.” 

Under the proposed plan agreed 
to by the teachers, school employes 
would receive pensions of $1200 a 
year for a maximum of 35 years’ 
service. Retirement would be com- 
pulsory at 70, optional at 65. The 
compulsory retirement age would 
be reduced in five years to 65. 
Brown said there should be a pe- 
riod of adjustment so that no em- 
ploye would be forced out of sérv- 
ice immediately. 

Brown estimated the annual cost 
of the retirement system at $280,000 
a year for the first five years, $350,- 
000 a year for the next five years 
and then a peak of $400,000 a year 
for the following five years. After 
that the cost would decline to 
about $255,000 a year, he said. He 
estimated administration costs of 
the system at $12,500 a year. 

The plan would be operated by a 
board of nine trustees, four chosen 
by the School Board, four by em- 
ployes and the ninth named by the 
others. The ninth man would be 
“experienced in the investment of 
money” and would be salaried. 

Funds set up by the retirement 
system would be in the custody of 
the secretary-treasurer of the 
School Board, Philip J. Hickey. 

Om retirement, an employe would 
receive an annuity, which would 
be the equivalent of his accumu- 
lated contributions, and a pension 
equal to 1-140th of his average sal- 
ary in the last 10 years (not over 
$2400 a year) multiplied by the 
number of years in service, but 
not over 35 years.

The Right to Live and 
The Right to the Soil. 


The right to live constitutes a 
claim of fundamental nature. The 
right to live includes the right to 
the soil, which alone gives life. 
For this claim peoples have even 
fought when a lack of wisdom 
threatened to interfere with their 
relationship, for they knew that 
even bloody sacrifices are better 
than the gradual dying off of na- 


tions.

When we took over, we demand- 
ed first national unity as this was 
necessary for giving us the neces- 
sary strength to satisfy our claims. 

National unity, therefore, was 


entire German strength, to show 
the German people how great is 
its strength in general that it 
would thus again become conscious 
of its power, then to make its de- 
mands and carry them through. 
This national unity I expect to 
attain by an appeal to reason. 
During that period of nearly 15 
years I was booed from both sides. 

One side charged: “You want 
to pull us who belong to the in- 
telligentsia—to the upper crust— 
down to the same level as those 
others.” And so at the beginning 
of our National Socialist revolution 
in 1933 we promulgated two de- 
mands.

Our people of that time faced 
collapse, our economy a destructive 
dissolution, our, agriculture was 
ruined. 


Rise in Number Who 

Support Leader’s Views. 

One side could not be convinced 
and‘ still today there are people 
who cannot be convinced. But on 
the whole there is a steady rise 
in the number of those who recog- 


nize that with the disintegration 
of the German peoples and the 
body political all classes must per- 
ish. 

I was also fought from another 
quarter. These people said we are 
conscious of our class. Human 
beings are the products of their 
bringing up and this, unfortunately, 
practically begins with birth. 
Everyone wants to remain within 
the sphere which he attained 
through education. I know that 
whatever was done in three or 
four or five centuries a single per- 
son cannot move within two or 
three or five years. 

The decisive thing is that some- 
one start on the way to remove all 
this. ? 

At that time I recognized the 
following essential: We must estab- 
lish this German community of 
interest if we want to expect any- 
thing whatever from our peoples. 
That this was right was apparent 
from the facts that all of our ene- 
mies opposed this. 

This national unity was our first 
demand. Piece by piece and move 
by move, this was realized. 

My second demand was: The re- 
moval of foreign political oppres- 
sion as exemplified by the treaty of 
Versailles whereby, among other 
things, our colonies and posses- 
sions were taken from us. In 
other words, my second demand 
was to fight against Versailles. . I 
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isaid- this even when I was still a 


soldier, 
‘Other World’ Opposed 

Nazi National Unity. 

The rest of the world didn’t want 
our national unity, and it was de- 
termined to continue the Versailles 
system. My first lecture was a 
lecture against collapse, against the 
Versailles treaty and in favor of 
re-erection of a strong German 
Reich, With that I began. What I 
achieved ‘since then is therefore 
no new establishment of aims, but 
the oldest thing imaginable. Here- 
in lies the first reason for the con- 
flict in which we now find our- 
selves. The other world did not 
desire our domestic unity because 
it knew that then the demand for 
living space for the masses of our 
people could be converted into reali- 
ty. 

They decided upon retention of 
this law of Versailles wherein they 
saw a second Westphalian peace. 
Added hereto was another reason, 
I already said that the world was 
divided up unequally. American 
and English observers spoke of the 
haves and have-nots. We English, 
we Americans, we French are the 
haves, and whoever hasn’t ‘must 
remain satisfied with not having. 
To some, I was the representative 
of the have-nots. 

Whoever hasn’t anything won’t 
get anything either. All my life I 
have been a have-not. I count my- 
self as one of their number and 
have fought for them. Now again, 
I enter the fight as the representa- 
tive of the have-nots. I will never 
recognize the claims of others to 
that which they have gained by 
force and robbery. In no case will 
I permit this.claim to apply’ to 
what has been taken from us. 

It is interesting to observe the 
mode of living of the rich. They 
had so-called democracy in the 
Anglo-French world. In _ reality, 
capitalism reigns supreme, that is, 
there’s a band of several hundred 
people who possess unmeasurable 
fortunes and who, because of the 
peculiar construction of the state, 
are more or less completely inde- 
pendent and free, 


‘Press Subservient 
To Capital, He Charges. 


It is said this means rule by the 
people. But when you look’ closer, 
the people as such have not an 
opinion—it is placed before them. 
Now, who places this viewpoint be- 
fore them? Why, it is capitalism! 

The slogan of liberty really means 


freedom of economy, namely for 
everybody to grab for himself with- 
out State control. Capital first 
makes the newspapers subservient. 
The lord of the so-called free press 
is the man who supplies the cap- 
ital; this press molds public opin- 
jon, the papers appear according 
to political parties, but in reality 
there is no difference between them. 


There’s no real opposition—the 
opposition really holds the same 
view. These differ as little from 
each other as they used to differ 
with us in former times. You re- 
member no doubt those old parties. 
It was the same thing. Usually 
they are divided up into families. 
One is conservative, the other. is 
liberal and in a third case, in Eng- 
land, one’ belongs to the Labor 
Party. In reality, all three sit to- 
gether as members of the same 
family and agree exactly on their 
future attitude. Added to this is 
the fact that the world’s chosen 
people actually constitute one com- 
munity and that they move and di- 
rect all these organizations. 


Now one might suppose that in 
lands of freedom and democracy 
everybody lived in plenty. The con- 
trary is true. Nowhere is the stand- 
ard of the masses lower. 

That’s your rich England: 40,000,- 
000 square kilometers controlled by 
it. In return, for instance, 100,000,- 
000 colonial workers must work in 
India under a miserable standard of 
living. 


One might think that in England 
itself, at least, every - individual 
must share these riches. On. the 
contrary, in these countries differ- 
ences between classes are the 
crassest imaginable.

Our mark, although at first there 
was no gold whatever, remained 
stable.

This applies fot only to civil 
life. I myself am the best docu- 
ment to prove this. I’m not even 
trained in the laws. Nevertheless 
I’m your leader. Above all, we are 
feeling into the future. We have 
countless schools, national, politi- 
cal, educational institutions and 
Adolf Hitler schools—Adolf Hitler 
schools into which we bring tal- 
ented children of our broad masses 
whose parents can never pay for 
their children to obtain their own 
education. :

I can also understand if they de- 
clare: “We want to prevent this 
under all circumstaces.” Those are 
two worlds, and I believe one of 
these worlds must crack up. If 
we crack up, the German people 
should crack with us. If the other 
world cracks, I am convinced that 
it will only then. become free. For 
our fight is not directed against 
Englishmen as men, nor against 
Frenchmen. We have no quarrel 
with them. We made no demands, 

I demand nothing from them ex- 
cept the right for Germans to 
unite, and, secondly, to return to 
them what was taken from them. 

How often have I stretched out 
my hand! I was not in any mood 
to arm. That devours so much 
labor power. I wanted to use 
German labor power for other plans, 
My ambition is to make the Ger- 
man people rich and the German 
land beautiful. I would like us to 
have the most beautiful and best 
Culture. . .. 

I propose limitations in certain 
categories of armament. That was 
declined. I proposed that the air 
force be taken entirely out of wars, 
That, too, wag declined. I proposed 
limitation of the bombing weapon, 
was declined. They said 
the latter is exactly the weapon 
with which we want to force our 
regime upon you. Once it becomes

TOKYO BUDGET $352,500,000

TOKYO, Dec. 10 (AP).—The. Jap- 
anese Cabinet approved today a 
budget of 1,500,000,000 yen ($352,-

The merchants testified. after 
George Fort Milton. former com- 
petitor of McDonald and Allen, ap- 
peared as the Government's chief 
witness and the one who com- 
plained to the Attorney-General. 
Milton returned to the newspaper 
eld last March with the Evening 
ribune three months after McDon- 
ald’s Free Press purchased assets 
of the News, headed by Milton, at 
a foreclosure sale. The Tribune 
suspended publication in Septem- 
ber and Milton testified the ex- 
clusive advertising contracts were 
his major handicap. 

The five merchants testifying

The pivot or hook shot is made 
when the player is standing close 
to the basket with his back toward 
it.

It’s hardest on the 
people who are not in war indus- 
tries, who have to meet the in- 
creased cost of living on the same 
wages.” He did not seem as inter- 
ested in the labor situation as in 
the shelter problem, 

We were talking in my sitting 
room, just before the blackout, and 
there were half a dozen other peo- 
ple there, American and English 
journalists, an army officer and an 
officer in the R. A. F. Cockburn 
and the journalists all knew each 
other and seemed on friendly terms. 
Later on they told me that the 
Daily Worker and the Communists 
were doing a good job of shelter 
work and that people respected 
them for it. They said the Daily 
Worker’s horror stories of shelters 
usually were inaccurate or exag- 
gerated, that they had checked up 
on a lot of them. The journalists 
guessed that although he was not 
the nominal head, Claude Cockburn 
was the most important man in the 
Communist party in England now. 
They credited him with working 
out the new line, of simply skip- 
ping the war effort, of being neither 
against nor for it, and of trying 
to build up their membership by 
doing a good job with the local 
issue. 


Shelter Work Praised 
by Political Opponents. 


HE conversation with Cockburn 
was one of those conversations 
with a political opponent that 
could be held only in England. 
The English who were there ob- 
viously disapproved of him. Yet 
they were interested in everything 
he said and listened to him and 
their praise of his work in the 
shelters was sincere and hearty. 

I asked Cockburn what the Com- 
munist party planned to do next. 
He said, “I think it’s only a ques- 
tion of time before they lock us 
up.” I was surprised, but Cock- 
burn seemed very sure of his opin- 
ion. He said, “You will see. They 
can’t let us go On working in the 
shelters because we are too effec- 
tive and we show people how they 
can organize and get what they 
want. Herbert Morrison (Minister 
of Home Security, in charge of the 
shelters) has cracked dow on us 
already. He got angry in Commons 
and said that all this shelter agita- 
tion was perilously close to ‘Fifth 
Column’ work. That got him into 
a lot of hot water, because there 
were so many other people who 
weren’t Communists who were 
working to improve the shelters 
and they all jumped on him. But 
he’ll be back. I don’t know when 
it will come, but we expect to be 
in jail soon.” 

It’s not a very kind thing to say, 
but I had a feeling he was just 
a little disappointed that the party 
had not had harsher treatment al- 
ready. 

I asked about the Communists 
and their shelter effort in a great 
many places. I never found any- 
body very interested in the party 
or in Cockburn, which is probably 
a shame, because, as the English 
journalists pointed out, he is a very 
bright man and a lot of his ideas 
are very good.

The squadron leader’s face im- 
pressed me with its joviality the 
first time I met him. It’s not the 
same face now.

“‘Couldn’t Get Through.”’ 


Then the first plane swoops in, 
but it come in from the north in- 
stead of from the west. That’s not 
a cheerful sign. When it rolls, 
the tractor with the gasoline tank 
is on the job, waiting just in front 
of its nose. The rear gunner is 
pulling the canvas cover over his 
projecting gun barrel.

In the squadron’s clubroom, con- 
versation is as quiet at this hour as 
in a pre-war London club. The 
bomber crews drop in by twos and 
threes and immediately sit dowa 
for a cup of tea. After a day’s work 
like theirs, a cup of tea is a won- 
derful thing. If you haven’t heard 
the early reports, and if you haven't 
heard what they first said when 
they landed, you might be fooled 
into thinking it had been a com- 
paratively easy day. 

But there are no easy days for 
men that bomb and fight across 
these diabolical mountains. Clonds 
are forever enveloping their peaks. 
Flights have to be made at enor- 
mous heights, where there is a 
more ruthless enemy than the Ital- 
ian fighters. Flights have to be 
made regardless of nature’s_ stu- 
pendous obstacles. 

Daily, the R. A. F. conducts 
bombing and fighting operations 
over the Albanian mountains, un- 
der conditions which must be more 
excruciatingly severe and probably 
more perpetually dangerous than 
aerial .warfare in any other part 
of Europe or North Africa today. 
Even so, the British have carried 
out more than 40 raids on 11 dif- 
ferent Albanian zones during their 
first month in Greece.

ROME, Dec. 10.—Italy’s week-end 
reshuffle of war commands, in the 
midst of reverses in the Greece 
campaign, leaves Premier Musso- 
lini’s position as strong as ever, in 
the view of neutral observers here. 

Acceptance of the resignation of 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio as chief of 
staff and appointment of Gen. Ugo 
Cavallero as his successor has been 
followed by far-reaching repercus- 
sions, of course. But in a country 
like this, it is plain now, as it had 
always been plain, that no one can 
dispute the leadership of the Fas- 
cist party. 

Now, as always, Mussolini re- 
mains supreme. The man in the. 
street cannot think, for a moment, 
that there was a quarrel between 
the military and the political about 
the advisability of attacking Greece. 


Faith in Renewed Effort. 


The man in the street cannot be- 
lieve, following the replacement of 
Admiral Domenico Cavagnari, after 
seven years of close collaboration 
with Mussolini, that the party can 
be reproached for the British claims 
of damage done to the fleet at 
Taranto, or for the alleged failure 
to effect a naval landing at Corfu 
and on the Greek coast.

Which has committed the greater offense against 
gociety? Which has the more flagrantly violated his 
trust as a member of the bar and so as an officer 
of the court? It would seem that the answers 
should be obvious. 

Yet the Missouri Supreme Court yesterday said by 
implication that the betrayal of a great city was 
less subject to punishment than the embezzlement 
of a few dollars. It said this impliedly in its rebuke 
to W. W. Graves, faithless, recently-ousted Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of Jackson County. Graves was guilty 
of derelictions in office, the court said, derelictions 
so grave that he must be “severely reprimanded.” 
But on the basis of the record, the Supreme Judges 
concluded, “disbarment would not be justified.” 

This conclusion of the court turned on its finding 
that Graves had not been found guilty of personal 
corruption. We are unable to follow the court in its 
distinction between personal corruption and official 
corruption. That Graves did not discharge the 
duties which were his as custodian of the law in 
Kansas City is not denied. On the contrary, it is 
accepted as a fact. The details are spread in the 
court’s own words and decision. He must pay a 
fine and the costs of court as the loser. How could 
he then be personally guiltless when he was officially 
guilty? 

Can it be that Graves’ deliberate failures to uphold 
the law have been forgotten? Has it been forgotten 
that he allowed the charge of assault with intent 
to kill against Charles Gargotta, gangster with 
political associates, to drag through 27 terms of 
court, then to be dismissed? Has it been forgotten 
that he found no occasion to move against Charles 
Carollo, “big man” in Kansas City’s gambling, in 
Judge Reeves’ phrase, but that the Federal Govern- 
ment had no difficulty in putting Carollo behind 
bars as inimical to society? Is it no longer remem- 
bered that Gov. Stark condemned him as faithless 
and unfit for office, that the indictments of the 
grand jury literally burned with the recital of his 
failures to live up to his oath of office? 

The Graves case is ended. He has been rebuked, 
but he has not been disbarred. Under what circum- 
stances will it now be possible to disbar a faithless 
Missouri lawyer? If a double betrayal of trust is 
not sufficient to bring the revocation of the license 
to practice, what will be? 

A promising plan for self-discipline of the legal 
profession under the supervision of the Missouri 
Supreme Court is falling to pieces. That is some- 
thing far more important than the status of any 
individual lawyer. That is a tragedy for the 
entire State.

TAX-EXEMPTS ON THE WAY OUT. 

The door of that celebrated “cyclone cellar for the 
rich man,” as the Wall Street Journal once described 
it, at last is beginning to swing shut. The United 
States Treasury has just announced its first wholly 
taxable issue of securities ($500,000,000 in national 
defense notes), under authority of a 1917 law. Sec- 
retary Morgenthau asserts he will ask Congress for 
power to remove tax exemptions from other forth- 
coming issues as well. 

Mr. Morgenthau is not speaking too harshly when 
he uses the term “slacker money” for wealth invest- 
ed in tax-freé issues. Other Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury have made similar criticisms, and Mr. Morgen- 
thau gives new emphasis by citing the case of the 
soldier serving his country for $30 a month, while 
the income from money lent to the Government is 
tax-exempt. 

So glaring an example of special privilege cannot 
be allowed to stand. The public will agree with Mr. 
Morgenthau’s statement: “All money should pay 
taxes toward the defense program.” And so, we are 
sure, will Congress agree.

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“WHERE WAS IT SPENT?” 
It was the princely fortune of an old-time Tam- 
many boss that prompted the jocular hue and cry, 
“Where did he get it?” And now an echo of that 
ancient curiosity is heard in our letter column. 
“Disgusted Republican” wants to know “where the 
money was spent.” The money in this instance re- 
fers to the "precinct allowance of $50 to $80 which 
the Republican City Committee reportedly distribut- 
ed in every ward. . 
The local party workers who toil and spin with- 
out publicity were told, so our correspondent says, 
that “the Republicans did not have much money,” 
That amiable and customary fiction has been riddled 
by the official audit. Numerically a minority, the 
Republicans were still, as always, handsomely blessed 
with worldly goods.

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THE WALSH-HEALEY ACT AND DEFENSE. 

The Navy Department, according to Rear Admiral 
Ray Spear, has discovered a “disturbing factor” in 
the Walsh-Healey Act which, among other things, 
requires firms getting Government contracts of 
$10,000 or more to observe prevailing wage and hour 
standards as these are determined by the Depart- 
ment of Labor. The Admiral is afraid that this 
minimum wage provision is the cause of developing 
bottle-necks in the defense program. 

Some contractors, he reports, flatly refuse to bid 
for orders subject to the act. Others, he said, are 


labor and its ban on unsanitary and unnecessarily 
hazardous working conditions, but they protest 
against the wage clause. 

Since this law was passed in 1936, the Navy, and 
the Army, too, might have been expected to be 
familiar with its provisions and prepared for the 
problems created by them. Actually, both services 
have, according to labor leaders, devoted those years 
to a quiet campaign of nullification, Now that naval 
and military spending is being carried on at an 
almost unprecedented rate and it becomes increas- 
ingly difficult to blink the law, Admiral Spear seems 
to feel that it would be a good idea to get rid of 
the “embarrassment.” 

Why not enforce it, instead? Open market conditions 
force most contractors to pay union wages. Why 
should those. sharing in the unexpected defense 
bonanza be given a special charter to underpay 
their employes? Why should they be exempted 
from the results of collective bargaining when they 
are doing business with the Government that has 
made collective bargaining the basis of the national 
labor policy? 

Of course, the Government should not step in 
as a third party in a private contract to dictate 
wages higher than those called for by the Wage- 
Hour Act. But when the Government itself is the 
paying party to a contract, it certainly has the right 


‘| to specify the conditions under which it is to be 


fulfilled. 

We have yet to hear of an instance in which 
unreasonable terms were dictated. As a matter of 
fact, this is virtually impossible since the Secretary 
of Labor is given no arbitrary power. The specified 
wage must be the prevailing wage. And that wage 
is set by industry itself—on occasion a little higher 
than industry would like because of labor’s bargain- 
ing power. 

If a bottle-neck arises because of such conditions, 
whose fault is it? If labor is asked in the name 
of patriotism not to press its advantage to the full, 
not to strike on a preparedness job, then is it not 
equally proper to appeal to the patriotism of indus- 
try? Should not industry, for the sake of the 
national defense, be willing at least to pay the 
going scale, to obey the law? 


BROWNE ARGUES WITH BROWNE. 

St. Louis got acquainted with George E. Browne, 
international president of the Stage Hands and 
Movie Operators’ Union, at the time of the pro- 
tracted scandals and brawling over the actions of 
his intimate friend and co-worker, John Nick, for- 
mer head of the local union. Browne was recently 
re-elected to the executive council of the AFL as 
twelfth vice-president. At the same time, the con- 
vention adopted an eloquent but ineffectual resolu- 
tion condemning labor racketeers. 

This makes a “fascinating picture,” in the eyes 
of Edwin A. Lahey, veteran labor reporter of the 
Chicago Daily News. Browne, he writes, has “sur- 
rounded himself with some of the finest gorillas 
who ever dodged a day’s work in Chicago.” As a 
result of the convention resolution, he will have 
a furious argument with himself, Lahey says, like 
this: Browne, member of the executive council, 
Says no more jobs as movie operators for the men 
whose career used to be “cooking alky on the West 
Side.” Browne, head of the stage hands, snaps back 
that nobody has a right to tread on his autonomy 
as an international president. “And so on, far into 
the afternoon.” 

It is a fascinating picture, indeed. And it ex- 
plains why the AFL isn’t getting anywhere in its 
war by resolution on the labor racketeers.

life and limb to paint for us. Surely they 
will silhouette today’s events against their 
proper background and view them from a 
true perspective. Surely, this time, they will 
not let their hearts rule their heads. 

Lest we forget, history does repeat itself, 
and that i¢ reason enough to recall a few 
of the facts which are the legitimate back- 
drop of today’s conflict; a conflict which 
has forced us to conscript our men and in 
which, from the way events are shaping 


themselves, we may have to take part.

| dent that Germany could be defeated in less 
than a year if his Government would send 
immediate aid to the Czechs. So, in the in- 
terests of imperialism, Czecho-Slovakia, the 
most democratic of the post-war states, was 
thrown to the wolves. But in September, 
1939, England and France went to war in 
behalf of Poland, a land of medieval serf- 
dom and nobility. 

In the last war, the democratic countries 
might have defeated Germany before the 
end of 1915 by imposing an air-tight eco- 
nomic blockade. Instead, during the first 
three years of the war, Germany received 
an abundance of supplies. Also, a continu- 
ance of the war meant the acquisition of 
valuable contraband commerce, as has been 
pointed out by such writers as Frank C. 
Hanighen. Ships loaded with war materials 
for Germany, and captured by the Allies, 
were ordered released by the French Gov- 
ernment and returned to Germany. During 
the agony of Flanders, it has been reported, 
financiers of German, Swiss, French and 
Austrian industry met in Vienna to discuss 
methods of making war profits. 

If the steel district of Thionville had been 
taken by the French at the beginning of the 
war, as it should and could have been, the 
war might have ended, for Germany would 
have been without steel. Germany and 
France traded necessary supplies of war. 
We learned these things when we still read 
books like “Merchants of Death.” When 
Europe was on the brink of social revolu- 
tion and not another drop of blood money 
could be extorted by the gentlemen of inter- 
national business without peril to their kind, 
the war ended. 

When the post-war German democracy 
was gasping its last breath, Chancellor 
Bruening went to Laval of France and 
begged, literally on his knees, for a loan to 
save the Republic from Fascism. Instead, 
France opened the door to Hitler. 

There is England’s betrayal, for reasons 
of empire, of the Jewish dream for a nation- 
al home. Even now, all the democracies 
refuse to allay the agony of the Jews in 
Nazi Europe by offering them refuge. The 
United States, with its vast and vacant 
Spaces, a nation whose very bone and sinew 
is made of the refugees who came to her, in 
an earlier century, to escape oppressions 
of the Old World, has not offered one square 
mile to this dying humanity. This even 
though world Jewish organizations guaran- 
tee their support. 


The political manifestations of the demo- 
cratic spirit have been thwarted in almost 
every instance by those countries calling 
themselves democracies. Hitler’s first real 
advance toward the mastery of Europe was 
made in Spain. When he declared that the 
emerging democratic spirit of the Loyalist 
Government was Communism from the 
Kremlin, the Tory Government of England 
warned France that if it became involved 
in a war with the dictators over Spain, it 
could not count on British support. 

The timid Socialist Government of France, 
submitting to the reactionary, democracy-— 
fearing French bourgeoisie, left the destitute 
multitudes of a lingering Spanish feudalism 
to the butchery of Franco. England and 
France delivered over to Hitler their new- 
born ideological relative, and France sac- 
rificed her military and political supremacy 
on the Continent to the greater glory of 
England. 

Hitler took Czecho-Slovakia because 
Chamberlain and Daladier promised him 
they would not fight about it. In the spring 
of 1936, the French and Czech General 
Staffs had recognized the incipient menace 
in Hitler's occupation of the Rhineland and 
Suggested to their governments a plan of 
military action which would have subdued 
Germany and insured peace for a half-cen- 
tury or more. But England would have 
none of it. European imperialist economy 
might have collapsed with Germany, with a 


But, with all its bad habits, democracy 
has one shining virtue—its respect for hu- 
manity.. If it can match Fascism in cour- 
age, virility, dynamism and vitality; if it 
can match Fascism in singleness of purpose 
for its own perpetuation, democracy cannot 
lose. Fascism’s contempt for humanity 
must ultimately be its own downfall. 

Through the creative force of spiritual 
energy, Man has slowly raised himself out 
of the pit of economic ignorance, climbed 
the ladder of political awareness and is lift- 
ing his eyes to the sunlight of spiritual free- 
dom. This final aspiration, this last stage 
in the evolution of real democracy, has been 
impeded by the materialism and class-con- 
sciousness of the democracies and has been

N view of the unsettled world conditions, 

the United States is taking measures to 
assure the country an emergency supply of 
tin. Through the Metals Reserve Co., an 
RFC subsidiary, it is buying 75,000 tons of 
the metal for storage. Through the same 
agency, it has contracted with Bolivia for 
large annual shipments of tin ore concen- 
trates to be smelted here. It is now éef- 
deavoring to interest American smelters in 
building facilities to produce about 18,000 
tons of the white metal annually from these 
concentrates. 

All this is wise. Tin is an _ essential 
war metal, just as it is an important peace 
metal. The United States uses each year 
about 80,000 tons of the 180,000 the world 
produces—and not one pound of it is now 
smelted in this hemisphere, though Bolivia 
is one of the chief producers of ore. Some of 
the Asiatic ore is smelted near the mines, 
The rest of the Asiatic ore and all the Bo 
livian ore is smelted in Great Britain. 

Obviously, present world conditions mém 
ace our tin supply. Conditions in the Orient 
are decidedly upset. Conditions for Atlantis 
Ocean shipping are none too good and may 
soon be worse. The only safe arrangement 
for assuring an adequate tin supply to this 
country.is to get ore from Bolivia and smelt 
it here.

MAYOR DENIES HOUSING 
PROJECTS ARE BURDEN 


Statement in Reply to Realty 
Men’s Opposition to More 
U SH A Funds. 


The two slum-clearance housing 
projects soon to be erected by the 
St. Louis Housing Authority will 
not place an added burden on home 
owners of the city, through the ex- 
emption of the authority from gen- 
eral property taxes, Mayor Dick- 
mann declared in a statement: to- 
day, answering an attack by the 
Real Estate Exchange. 

In an appeal to Congressman 
John J. Cochran, published Sunday, 
the exchange opposed any new 
loans from the United States Hous- 
ing Authority for more public hous- 
ing development here, on the 
ground the tax exemption was un- 
fair. The Joseph F. Dickmann Real 
Estate Co., of which the Mayor is 
president, was suspended from the 
Real Estate Exchange Jan, 3, 1939, 
because of its profitable straw-party 
deals in realty of closed banks for 
which it was selling agent. The 
Mayor formerly was president of 
the exchange. 

Uniler a contract with the city, 
the St. Louis Housing Authority 
will pay 3 per cent of its gross 
rental income to the city for gov- 
ernmental services, the Mayor 
pointed out. In a test suit, the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri ruled a 
year ago that the authority was 
exempt from direct taxation. 

Cochran Promises Help. 

Cochran yesterday: sent a letter 
to Edward M. Thornhill, president 
of the Real Estate Exchange, say- 
ing that he would make every ef- 
fort to get “additional recognition 
for St. Louis” in distribution of 
Federal housing funds. 

Cochran said he had been as- 
sured by the St. Louis Housing 
Authority that, if additional recog- 
nition is granted for St. Louis, a 
housing project will be advanced 
in North St. Louis, “where,” he 
wrote, “it is badly needed.” He 
said further: 

“If private capital would invest 
in projects such as this, I would 
be perfectly willing to do what I 
could to prevent Government in- 
terference, but you know, as I 
know, you cannot get private capi- 
tal to provide these much needed 
projects. So long as there is 
money available, and it is being 
allocated throughout the country, I 
propose to continue to do every- 
thing I can for St. Louis.” 

Aid to Home Owner. 

Existence of the two prospective 
housing centers, which will accom- 
modate 1315 white and Negro fam- 
ilies, will afford relief to home 
owners, the Mayor asserted, “be- 
cause the city now is spending in 
these blighted areas more than two 
and one-half times as much as it 
is receiving from them in the way 
of taxes.” 

“Tt is to be noted,” he continued, 
“that in the areas where these low- 
rent housing projects are to be 
built not a new home nor a ma- 
jor improvement has been built in 
the last 40 or 50 years, but since 
the new projects have come into 
the districts, land values have in- 
creased in the adjacent properties, 
new porches have been built, new 
store fronts have been added and 
there has been a very material in- 
crease in rentals as the result of 
the activity created by these new 
improvements in the neighborhood. 

“The tenants who. will occupy 
these areas are in the lowest income 
bracket and the rentals they can 
afford to pay make them unprofit- 
able clients to the average real es- 
‘tate owner. It is not the intention 
to rent these dwelling units on a 


_ competitive basis with private en- 
| terprise.

DR. G. KINGSLEY NOBLE DIES 


Headed American Museum of Nat- 
ural History Department. 
ENGLEWOOD, N. J., Dec. 10 
(AP).—Dr. G. Kingsley Noble, 46 
years old, organizer and curator 
of the department of experimental 
biology of the American Museum 
of Natural History, died yesterday 
in a hospital here of a throat in- 
fection, 
He was the author of “The Bi- 
ology of the Amphibia” and was a 
visiting professor at Columbia, New 
York University and the University 
of Chicago. 


Surgeon Tells How Profession 
ls Organizing Itself for 
Emergency. 


The medical profession ts deter- 
mined that the costly mistakes of 
the World War will not be repeated 
and is organizing itself for any 


emergency, Dr. Evarts A. Graham,/o 


professor of surgery at Washington 
University and chairman of the 
surgical advisory committee on na- 
tional defense, told the annual meet- 
ing of the Tuberculosis and Health 
Society of St. Louis at Hotel Stat- 
ler yesterday. 

The latest scientific knowledge is 
being adapted to the newest tech- 
niques of war and made known to 
the heads of the armed forces, he 
said, and committees in medicine 
and the special field of aviation 
medicine, besides surgery, have been 
established as part of the defense 
program. 

World War Inefficiency. 

Lack of preparation and inef- 
ficiency in the medical branch of 
the army in the last war caused 
situations in which untrained doc- 
tors had to perform operations and 
surgeons did medical work, Dr. 
Graham said. He ridiculed the old 
requirement that army doctors be 
able to ride a horse. 

“If, as many think, we will in- 
evitably be in this war,” he con- 
tinued, “it is hoped that this time 
we will be prepared to enter the 
conflict.” 

Changes in war techniques have 
made new demands on medicine, 
he said, pointing out that with the 
disappearance of the front, war 
has been brought to the cities. “We 
must even make preparations for a 
city like St. Louis, remote as it 
seems from any war.” 

Other new problems which Dr. 
Graham said organized medicine 
must solve are the treatment of 
new types of wound and the co- 
ordination of medical knowledge on 
their treatment. 


Classification of Doctors. 

He praised the American Med- 
ical Association’s classification of 
the United States’ 160,000 doctors 
according to ability and availabil- 
ity in time of war. This work will 


help the army choose intelligently 


from volunteers the 5300 additional 
doctors it will need before next 
summer, he said. 

A rule exempting medical  stu- 
dents and internes from military 
training under the Selective Serv- 
ice Act would be a practical meas- 
ure and would avoid a serious de- 
pletion of civilian doctors, such as 
England suffered after the last 
war, he continued. 

Dr. Graham said he was “dis- 
mayed” at the appointment of Paul 
V. McNutt, former Social Security 
Administrator, as co-ordinator of 
defense medical services.

At birth 
we have no inherited tastes regarding food, except for a predis- 
posing tendency in favor of sugar. Tests of infants shortly after 
birth have shown that they react favorably to sugar, and in a 
lesser degree to a mild salt solution. Acid and bitter substances, 
however, are distasteful to them. But where do such things as 
beefsteak and spinach, cod liver oil and fried chicken, belong in 
the realm of tastes? There are only four elementary chemical 
taste qualities, namely, sweet, salt, sour and bitter. 

+ 

BEEFSTEAK technically does not affect our tastebuds in 
the tongue, except for its saltiness. Then why do we like it? Be- 
cause many other factors enter into our reaction to foods. Most 
of the so-called tastes aren't tastes at all, but are odors. Cinna- 
mon, for example, is primarily an odor. Plug your nostrils with 
cotton, and you cannot distinguish between cinnamon and ordi- 
nary wheat flour, for, when its aroma is removed, it mixes with 
your saliva and make a paste of the same consistency as flour. 
But heat and cold are also important factors in flavor. Lukewarm 
coffee, as you know, doesn’t seem to “taste” as good as when pip- 
ing hot, and melted ice cream seems to taste different from the 
frozen variety. Touch, or the tactile sense, also enters, for we 
distinguish between skimmed milk and cream by the tactual sen- 
sitivity of our tongues. We do the same for bread versus 
crackers, ‘

in which they drown it. Alcohol's flavor is partially the burning 
sensation. But our emotions are also a strong factor in flavor.

(1) Stand with head up; now 
bend the neck to the right, then to 
the left, then backward and for- 
ward. 

(2) Lie on your back with a pil- 
low under the shoulders but not 
under the head, arms folded- Now 
raise the head up from the bed 
and then let it down very slowly. 
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(3) With one hand on your 
throat, tighten and loosen the 
neck muscles by pulling down the 
corners of the mouth in a grimace. 

At all times hold your head 
easily erect. Don’t just hold your 
head back and tile your chin sky- 
ward, and don’t go to the other 
extreme of pulling your chin into 
your collar. Look in your mirror 
to see the exact, erect posture that 
minimizes under-chin fullness and 
that pulls up the “slack” in the 
throat tissues—now hold it! 

Strengthening the throat mus- 
cles by means of exercises that you 
do yourself, is infinitely more bene- 
ficial than massage, which may 
further stretch the relaxed mus- 
cles.

Make X-ray plates af 
the chests of all reactors. 

Provide adequate beds 
pitals or sanitoria for active cases. 
Rehabilitate and educate all tuber- 
culous persons. 

Support veterinarians in the con- 
trol of the disease in animals.

HAT is what the bugle is sup- 
T posed to say when the bugler 
toots mess call in the army. 
The words are a libel on army 
cooks and mess. sergeants, who, 
when they are out of ear shot are 
called “belly robbers,” but who are 
not such bad fellows after all. 

The following menus, picked at 
random at Jefferson Barracks, 
where 3500 men are fed at each 
meal, make a good case for the 
cooks and army feeding. There is 
the menu of Nov. 7, which starts 
off with a breakfast of apples, oat- 
meal, pork sausage, fresh milk, 
French toast, syrup, butter and 
coffee. What civilian starts the 
day with a spread like that? Din- 
ner (and they mean dinner in the 
army) consists of vegetable soup, 
crackers, roast beef, brown gravy, 
mashed potatoes, sliced cucumbers, 
vanilla cake, bread, butter, milk and 
coffee. For the evening repast there 
is a slight snack made up of beef 
stew, fried hominy, spinach and 
bacon, jam, bread, butter, milk and 
coffee. 

On Nov. 11 the menu called for 
a dinner of split pea soup, crack- 
ers, pork chops, mashed potatoes, 
brown gravy, buttered cauliflower, 
head lettuce and mayonnaise, lemon 
pudding, bread and butter, milk, 
coffee. Another dinner noted, on 
Nov. 26, called for T-bone steak, 
brown gravy, mashed potatoes, 
string beans and salad. This was 
followed by a supper snack of ham- 
burger steak and onions, baked po- 
tatoes, stewed corn, cookies, bread, 
butter, milk and coffee. 

The Thanksgiving spread at the 
Barracks was a belt-opener consist- 
ing of roast tom turkey, Virginia 
beked ham, dressing, cranberry 
sauce, buttered peas, celery hearts,

flaked potatoes, sliced tomatoes, 
olives, parker house rolls, two 
cakes, ice cream, lemonade, coffee, 
oranges, nuts and assorted candies. 

The old regular army outfits 
have their own china and silver 
ware and service formerly was by 
K Ps. As things are speeded up for 
national defense and large num- 
bers of men must be fed, service 
changes to cafeteria style, with the 
food placed on a combination tray 
and plate.

Could it be because he 
felt, after hearing North’s an- 
nouncement about heart control, 
that there was a sure slam in the 
hand? No, because in that case 
South would bid the spade slam. 

There is one test of a bid that 
I have found infallible. It is just 
this: Since it is extremely rare 
that there are two or more abso- 
lutely correct bids in a given situa- 
tion, it follows that any bid which 
has absolutely nothing wrong with 
it must, per se, be absolutely right!

All he had to do was give 
up any thought of finessing for the 
spade queen, lay down the ace and 
king from his own hand, and then 
start running dummy’s diamonds. 
If two rounds remained unruffed 
by the defenders, the contract 
would be safe, since on a third 
round declarer would discard his 
heart and be quite indifferent as 
to when the spade queen appeared. 
Obviously, on this easy and cor- 
rect line of play, declarer never 
could have lost more than one 
trump, one heart and one club.

The French phrase de luxe has 
been so hackneyed by continual 
repetition in commercial Ameri- 
canese that it has joined legions 
of other good expressions that now 
have virtually no meaning.

The French meaning of de luxe is 
excessively sumptuous, very elab- 
orate, especially as to clothes and 
food.
